_ Nave a referendum on Governor Richard 
Celeste. Governor Celeste has worked 
hard to fulfill his campaign commitments 
to include blacks and women in his admin- 
istration. He has admittedly achieved his 
ebjective of improving conditions of 
blacks and their relationship to state 
government but if things are working in 
white America, like they usually do, 
Celeste’s success just makes him a better 
target for those who oppose change. 

The proposal is also blatantly partisan, 
as was the enactment of the series of tax 
rétorms and revenue enhancements that 
precipitated Issue 3.

etitions on the issue were circulated 
gimarily by Republican precinct people 
apd the drive was well coordinated by 
Republican legislators and County 
Chairmen. 

Proponents have based their case on 
natural voter resistance to tax increases 
and a faulty economic doctrine that sur- 
mises the Ohio economy is on an upturn 
and will continue to improve dramatically. 

There is no rational basis for such 
opttmism. 


Over the past four years, Ohio's econ- 
omy has collasped. To deal with the prob- 
lem the Ohio Legistature has considered 
five separate budget bills, enacted $1.3 bil- 
lion in spending cits, and passed four 
separate tax increases just to balance the 
budget. 

Gov. Celeste inherited a $500 million 
deficit from his precedessor, Governor 
James Rhodes. He has cut $282 million 
from the budget and laid off 1,300 workers. 

Celeste also put together an economic 
game plan which included greater funding 
for education, a small increase for ADC, 
and increased funding for human services 
and Health and Welfare. In the process, tax 
breaks for small business, farmers and 
senior citizens were also enacted. 

.At stake is the entire package. If suc- 
cessful the petitioners would: 

* Change dozens of tax laws and wipe 
out reforms. 

* Eliminate new taxes on oil and gas 
wells. ; 

* Penalize farmers and small businesses 
by taking away personal property 
exemptions. 

“ Repeal increased unemployment 
compensation tax on employers needed to 
finance Ohio's unemployment trust fund. 

* Strike down tax breaks for senior 
citizens. 

* Give school districts back the right to 
enact income taxes. 

* Cut programs to encourage new tech- 
nology and create new business. 

Actually Issue 3, if enacted, will provide 
tax savings for the very rich at the expense 
of the poor and the middle Class. There are 
some basic challenges ahead for Ohio. 
There are still many fundamental reforms 
which challenges our state government, 
including tax reform, economic develop- 
ment, educational funding and repairing 
the state's bridges and infrastructures.

Are Racial Job Quotas Still Necessar ‘y?

The political discussion on 
affirmative action, never very 
highminded, was further debased 
by a recent poll commissioned by 
the Anti-Defamation League 
(ADL @f B'nai B'rith. The ADL has 
discovered that an overwhelming 
majority of Americans are 
Opposed to racial quotas. 

According to their Survey, 67.5 
percent of all Americans -- and 52 
of the non-whites -- Preferred that 


companies hire the most qualified 
person’ regardiess of color, and 
that they not be required to hire a 
certain number of members of 
minority groups: 

In addition only 1.5 percent of 
the sample -ssid that minorities 


shoul given special privileges 
to rectify past discrimination. 60 
percenksaid the emphasis should 
be o ining and education for 
minorities, and 34 percent said the 
emphasis should be on enhancing 
job rtunities for all Ameri- 


cans, |@ithout any specid! Privi- 


leges at all 

The ADL's national chairman 
Stated that “it is obvious from the 
Survey's findings that America 
rejects quotas and preferential 
treatment.” 

Indeed Hiring on the basis of 
merit is as American as apple pie. 
No one will say that one person 
Should have special advantages 
over another solely because of 
race. And that is the kicker. The 
Survey questions were designed to 
elicit the responses the ADL 
recdived | * 


Although the ADL Survey asked 
three questions, one of the ques- 
vlons asked is sufficient to demon- 
Strate ‘the slant: “Do you think 
every company in America should 
ve Permitted ta hire the most quali- 
fied person for every position, or 
be required by law to hitga certain 
Percentage of minority groups, 
SUCH as blacks and Hispanics, 
even if they are not the most quali- 
fied?"

No law ofany kind requires 
rigid quotas for the hiring of can- 
didates; quotas are imposed only 
by courts, and only then -where 
there has been such an invidious 
history of racial discrimination 
that the quota is the only way to 
eliminate the present affects of 
Past discrimination -- such as in 
the pending Columbus police 
Case. 2 

Affirmative Action Plans usually 
contain only “goals” -- not rigid 
quotas -- for the hiring of minori- 
ties and women

of unemployment for blacks with a 
college degree -- the group that 
has already benefited from the 
“training and educating minority 
groups” of which the Survey 
approved -- is 250 percent higher 
than that of white college gradu- 
ates, and aimost os high as thar for 
white-high schoot Graduates.

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The Harsh Realities Of Utility Bills Our Fragile 


Silence is golden, we are told. 
It's also expensive, according to 
the Office of Consumers’ Counsel. 

Consider for a moment a silent 
telephone: no calls in, no calls out 
for a year. In Cincinnati the smal- 
lest yearly bill for that silence 
would be $109 (two-party mea- 
sured service). The yearly “hush” 
payment in seven of Ohio's major 
cities, all serviced by Ohio Bell, 
amounts to $87.60 on the service 

Now turn off all electrical 
appliances, unplug the clocks, 
shut off the air conditioner-- 
everything, requiring electricity. 
The bare minimum yearly pay- 
ment to the electric company will 
range from no charge in Cleveland 
to $51 in Dayton and Toledo. 

After extinguishing the hot 
water heater, furnace and pilot 
lights, the payment to thc gas 
company at the end of the year will 
average $48.08 in Ohio. Flush no 
toilet, wash no laundry, clean no 
dish or dirty kid, let the lawn dry 
up--the water and sewer will aver- 
age $60.13. 

Add it up and the average min- 
imum customer service charge 
among Ohio's major cities comes 
to $232.93 a year. Of course this 
so-called “cost of nothing” varies 
among the cities. Cincinnati heads 
the list with a total of $274.80, fol- 
lowed by Toledo at $267.80; Day- 
ton, $259.44; Canton, $237; 
Columbus, $235.40; Akron $207; 
Cleveland $193.72 and Youngs- 
1 Utility companies claim the 
monthly service eharge is necos- 
Sary to recover some fixed costs. 

Telephone service comprises 
about 39 percent of the annual 
“cost of nothing" bill. However 
only .14 percent of Ohio Bell's cus- 
tomers have measured or budget 
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‘service. Besides the customer ser- 


vice charge, customers pay for 
calls based upon time, duration, 
distance and the number of calls. 
Under the flat rate service plan, the 

ne preferred by great majority of 

hio Bell's 2.1 million customers, 
the monthly charge entitles con- 
sumers to make an unlimited 
number of local calls. 

Ohio Bell* consumers with flat 
rate service should add $85.80 to 
their annual “bare existence” bill; 
while Cincinnati Bell customers 
should include $81 to the tally. 
That increases to 55 percent the 
telephone's portion of the annual 
bill. 


In January, flat rate,service 
could go up 95 percent ahd raise 
the yearly total for the phone in 
Ohio Bell territory to $339.60 if the 
PUCO gives the company all it 
wants from a pending $179 million 
rate case, plus $8 a month in 
access charges. For meggured or 
budget service customerathe pro- 
posed increase is greafer--147 
percent, from $87.60 toi$216 a 
year. That could hike thé annual 
“cost of nothing” bill in Feledo to 
$396 next year. “{ 

“What the utilities may ot real- 
ize is that they could pricing 
people out of the market.” said 
Consumers’ Counsel William A. - 


. 


Spratiey.-“These customers ser- 
vice charges take up a bigger per- 
centage of the utility bill-and that 
especially hurts the low income 
consumer. We have to keep the 
telephone affordable. What we 
need to do is fashion a lifeline rate 
to preserve universal service in the 
telephone industry.” 

Some relief lies in the Ohio 
Legislature where State Senator 
Thomas-Fries (D-Dayton) has 
introduced a bill (Senate Bill 173) 
that would put a limit in the custo- 
mer charges assessed by gas and 
electric utilities. OCC's nine- 
member Governing Board 
endorsed the legislation

They 
say that they want to repeal the present tax structure. What is missing 
here‘I$ the why? Is this .a tax revolt (the proponents are against_new 
taxes)? Are they seeking better fiscal management? | would say "no" to 
each of these for the following reasons 

Firstly. t$sue 2 offers no promises about new taxes in the future. Rather 
it appears that there is a preference for shifting the tax burden from the 
state level to local taxes. licenses, users fees, etc. But taxes none the less! 
Moré6ver, although the tax increase under the Celeste Administration 
was 90 percent more than the prior level for permanent taxes, it was 
actually only 27 percent above the amount withheld in temporary taxes 
under former Governor James A. Rhodes 

Setan@ty, according to those who are most familiar with legislative 
finesses and maneuvers (including both Democrat & Republican legisla- 
tors), itis a rarity to-gain-a-60-majority-on.a tax bill unconditionally. This 
brings me to the observation of tight fiscal management as the rationale 
underlying Issue 2. Conditions attached to tax bills to gain this voting 
leverage, typically include pay raises and other attractive packaging 
which would get the necessary votes. but in the meantime subvert the 
goal of tight fiscal management 

The question of the “why” underlying’ these issues remains. It is 
apparent that a vote for Issues 2 and 3 will not reduce taxes as propo- 
nentsadyocate, but will greatly incréase taxes. More importantly, the 
repeal of the income tax will cause the state to lose an estimated $1.5 
billion form the $8.9 billion in the general fund for 1984- ‘85. This trans- 
lates directly into substantial decreases in educational tunding, reduced 
correctional services for juveniles in institutions and at the community 
levels, and many other social services which are needed

residential and group homes). 

Additionally. young people in correctional institutions would be 
affected, particularly. when at the point of aftercare placement there 
would not be sufficient funds to care-for-them-in-the-community.

Sherrod Brown said he has done mare for the 
black community while in office than any 
other state officer. 

The young politician may be right. - 

22 percent of the Secretary of State's office 
is now black. The top attorney in the office isa 
black woman. The office raised money for the 
United Negro College Fund and $25 per per- 
son for UNCF. Many Blacks are in decision- 
making positions in his office, including Cor- 
porations Chief Counsel, Corporations Asst. 
Counsel, Corporations Asst. Elections Coun- 
sel, and Asst. Press Director. 

The assassination of Martin Luther King 
first prompted Brown to get invoived in polit- 
ics, he said.

Clarence Thomas, chairman of the U.S. 
Equal Employment Opportunity Commission 
(EEOC) said that the remark “a black, a 
woman, two Jews, and a cripple” made by 
former interior Secretary James Watt is refiec- 
tive of acommon.attitude resulting from many 
equal employment policies now in place. 


“A problem we have in Washington that is 
pointed out by this whole thing is when we 
make employment decisions, or appointive 
decisions, we have to consider race and sex, 
said Thomas at the Cleveland City Club. 

“It points out the kind of categorization and 


classification we're engaged in, in this society, 
today, where people are not treated as indi- 
viduals, but as representatives of particular 
groups,” Thomas continued. 

Watt resigned from his post October 9, end- 
ing three weeks of uproar over the comment. 
Talking about an advisory panel in a Chamber 
of Commerce breakfast speech, Watt com- 
mented “We have every kind of mix you can 
have. | have a black, | have a woman, two Jews, 
and a cripple. And we have talent." 

Thomas made it cleat that he was not apol- 
ogizing for Watt during the question and 
answer period at the City Club. He stressed 
that such categorization has led toa tremend- 
ous amount of fragmentation of minority 
groups. 

Thomas, 35, a native of Georgia and.a Yale 
Law School graduate, has been EEOC chair- 
man since 1982. He did not discuss the Rea- 
gan administration's poor civil rights track 
record at the City Club but instead spoke 
about the compelling need for a new commit- 
ment to civil rights at all levels. 

Thomas said commitment is more impor- 
tant now “because the targets are tess clear 
and the issues more complex.” 

“Discrimination is still a compelling reality 


of American life,” said Thomas. “Traditions of 
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EEOC Head Says Watt Remark Typical Of Common Attitude: 


bias are 80 pervasive and deeply rooted in this 
country that even if all employers treated peo- 
ple equally from this day forward, it would take 
decades to erase the impact of discrimi- 
nation.” 

Thomas, former Assistant Secretary for 
Civil Rights in the U.S. Department of Educa- 
tion, also said the existence of black colleges 
is at the center of current debates concerning 
desegregation in higher education. 

“If you look carefully at the efforts of dese- 
gregation in higher education today, you will

see that the whole issus is whether or not you 
should have black colleges in the L,.S,-as 
opposed to whether you are providing, quelity 
education to everyone in this country, and 
whether or not everyone has access ta, public 
education in this country. 

Currently black colleges account, for, 25 
percent of all black graduates, and 75 pergant 
of black Ph.Ds. 

Thomas commented that he believes the 
education of minorities in this society has 
been “almost criminal.”
